T learn * that considerable opposi- 
tion is growing in'the Conservative 
Party to Mr. Baldwin’ 3 ‘proposal to 
extend the franchise to women on 
an «qual: basis with men. The 


promise at the last General 
Election, esems desirous to redeem 
it.. The question has not, however, 
been settled by the Cabinet, and if 
the Conservatives can have their 
way there will not be any. great 
haste in introducing the ‘Premier’s 
measure. One. of the main objec- 
tions to a further extention of votes 
to: women is that it “would mean’ 
that in every’ constituency there 
would be a predominance of women 
on the register, and even if the age 
limit were mado -25 instead of 21 
there would still not be half a dozen 
divisions in the country in which 
male voters’ would be in the 
majority. . 

The “question of expense is an- 


prescat an allowance of bd. a voter 
in boroughs and 7d. in country con- 
stituencies is allowed. each ‘can- 
didate for election expenses. “It is 
computed by experts that the: ad- 
dition of ‘women voters of 21 and 
over would mean in a three-corner- 
ed fight an addition of not'leas than 
£750 to the expenses that may be 
legally inctrred. In addition many 
more polling stations would have 
to be provided, .with an army of 
new polling clerks and other off- 
sists necessitating a very consider- 
able additional expenditure.

Rearly a Catastrophe. 


The thing was so well done that 
the actual thrill for which the 
spectators on the Mantis had braced 
themselves failed to materialize.

At that moment there was o shout 
from the bridge below: ‘‘ What the 
devil are you about?” and a rush 
of feet. It seemed as if the danger 
avoided at ChaPang-Tzu wns to 
overtake the Mantis here. A mo- 
ment later the stern had ewung 
clear of the rocks by o margin 
reckoned by competent observers to 
be less than ten feet! : 
Subsequently it was found that 
there were serious grounds for 
doubting the loyalty of the No. 2 
Chinese pilot,'to whom the naviga- 
tion of the ship had been entrusted 
after passing the Cha-Pang-Tzu 
Rapid. At the, critical moment 
Captain Tornorth had rushed over, 
pushed away the pilot, and taken 
charge of the wheel, and.the’.im- 
pending disaster was averted by the 
proverbial hairsbreadth.- The pilot 
wns promptly suspended from ditty, 
forbidden to approach the bridge 
again, and was dismissed on arrival 
at Ichang. . a : 

.For the remainder of the trip to 
Ichang, which was reached at about, 
3 p.m. on Satirday, April 2th, the 
Mantis’ was .pjloted by the No. .1 
Chinese pilot and Capt. Tornroth.. 
The usual’ difficulties of navigating 
such a long vessel through the 
Gorges were successfully coped 
with, and so.for as passengers 
were aware no other extrordinary 
‘dangers were mct witn en, route. 

Capt. Tornroth’s Splendid Work. 

Ié is the consensus of opinion of 
all concerned that in bringing the 
Mentis through the Cha-Pang-Tzu 
Ttapid at such a low level Captain 
Tornroth' performed a valuable ser- 
vico'.to the British Navy. . The 
warmest congratulations on his skill 
and coolness were expressed by all 
the-: British naval” officers of: the 
evacuation flotilla, and by both 
British and American officers at 
ewer and Hankow, and .it' is 
doubtful whether, under the deci- 
sion completely to. evacuate Chung- 
king, the Mantis would be in com- 
mission to-day with her useful six 
inch guns, were it not for the eer- 
vices of this capable and cournge- 
ous American shipmaster. «'

The new factory regulations, made 
by the’ Governor in Council under 
the Factory (Accident) Ordinance, 
la27, Ordinance'No 3, ‘of 1997, pro- 
vide ‘that every factory accident of 
a serious enough nature to keep an 


‘employee away for three days is to 


be reported to the Secretary for 
Chinese Affaira, a--further report 
béing made if the mishap. proves 


|} fatal: It also, provides for the pro- 


per fencing of all moving and dan- 
§erous plants. —«. 


The full text of the regulations 
is as follows: pen 


Vo Subject to any exemption 
granted by the Secretary for Chi- 
nese Affairs these regulations shall 
apply to all factories. 

2.It’ shall .be lawful for .the 
Scerctary. for Chinese -Afiaira to 
exempt any factory, or any class of 
factory, from, all or any of these 
regulations, and to withdraw any 
such exemption. : 


2 (1) Every accident in a face 


‘tory which results in loss of life or 
} which disables any person purloyed 


in the factory so as to cause 

to be absent for more than three 
days from his ordinary work shall, 
within seven days thereof, ho re- 
ported, on the form in the. sppendix 
heréto, either at the office of the 


Sveretary for Chinese Affairs.or at}{ 


& police station. 

(8) If any accident causing dis- 
ablement is notified under this re- 
gulation and the’ accident jtubso- 
quently results in the death"of the 
person disabled, notice in writing 
of the death shall forthwith be given 
either at the office of the Secretary 
for Chinese Affairs or ot a police 
station. . . 


4. (1) All driving belts passing 


through floors ‘shall’ be securely |: 


fenced to a height of 6} feet from 
the floor. . ‘ 

(2) All driving belts used for main 
driving or ‘counter-driving which are 
within G6} feet of the floor’ or other 
place ‘to which the workers have 
access shall be’ securely fenced, . .

7. All fly wheels, all palleys, and

heads shall be cut: off or counter- 
sunk, 


8 All shafting which rung at 4 
height of less than 6} feet from the 
floor or’ any place to which the 
workers haye . accesg shall. be 
securely fenced. - : 


9. For the purposes of. these te 
gulations “securely fenced ”’ means 
securely fenced to. the satisfaction 
of the Secretary for Chinese Affairs, 

10. AH fencing must .‘be con- 
stantly maintained in an efficient 
state while the’ parts required ta’ be 
fenced are in-motion or use, except 
where they are under” repair or 
under examination: in connection 
with repair, or are necessarily ex- 
posed for the purposd of cleaning 
er lubricating.or for altering the 
Bearing or arrangements of the 
parts of the machine, . -.

The Dollar official stated that he 
had seen the Madison leave, and 
the only damagé.in her collision 
with the dock was the breaking of 
a steel band ‘which. held the piles 
in place. 
strong wind was blowing at the 
time and the bow of the liner swung 

dwith the wind. He pointed out 
that according to the maritime re- 
gulation, all ships going to and 
from the piers are placed in charge 
of a regular pilot. He added that 
the ‘responsibility ‘resulting from 
such an accident could ‘not be placed 
upon the shipowners. ,
